Text: John 16:7. 


Jesus told His disciples it was far bet- 
ter for Him to go, for if He went not 
the Comforter would not come. He led 
them out as far as Bethany and lifted 
up His hands and blessed them, saying, 
“Tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, un- 
til ye be endued with power from on 
high,” Luke 24:49. 


My friends, I have been impressed to 
write this message for some time, as the 
believer is so much in need of this won- 
derful blessing. If you obey the Lord by 
tarrying, as Jesus has told us, you shall 
receive the promise as He has said. 

We will call your attention to Acts, 
2nd chapter. His disciples were gathered 
in the upper room in one mind and one 
accord when His promise was fulfilled. 
Acts 2:4 says, “And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and _ began to 
speak with other tongues, as the Spirit 
gave them utterance.” John 15:26, 27 
says, “But when the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth, which 
proceedeth from the Father, he shall tes- 
tify of me. And ye shall bear witness.” 
So, when we hear Him speak we know 
He has not failed in His promise.

The Mystery of the Church Age 
Revealed to the Holy Prophets 
FELLOWHEIRS OF THE SAME Bopy 


“For this cause I Paul, the prisoner of 
Jesus Christ for you Gentiles, if ye have 
heard of the dispensation of the grace 
of God which is given me to you-ward: 
How that by revelation he made known 
unto me the mystery; (as I wrote afore 
in few words, Whereby, when ye read, 
ye may understand my knowledge in 
the mystery of Christ), Which in other 
ages was not made known unto the sons 
of men, as it is now revealed unto his 
holy apostles and prophets by the Spirit; 
That the Gentiles should be fellowheirs, 
and of the same body, and partakers of 
his promise in Christ by the gospel,” 
Eph. 3:2-6. 

Paul is here telling the church at 
Ephesus about the dispensation of grace. 
He says that God revealed this to him 
through the Spirit, and he is trying to 
impart this great truth to the church. 
He is letting them know that God has 
showed him what would come between 
the cross and the crowning, that is, 
when Jesus shall crown those who work 
for Him during the Church age. That 
the Gentiles were to be saved was no 
mystery. Rom. 9:24-33;-10:19-21. The 
mystery which was hid from the early 
prophets was the divine purpose to 
make Jew and Gentile a wholly new 
thing, that is, to give them member- 
ship together in the Church which is 
His body. 


Matracur’s PROPHECY OF THE DIVINE 
MESSENGER 

“Behold, I will send my messenger, 
and he shall prepare the way before me: 
and the Lord, whom ye seek, shall sud- 
denly come to his temple, even the mes- 
senger of the covenant, whom ye de- 
light in: behold, he shall come, saith the 
Lord of hosts. But who may abide the 








day of his coming? and who shall stand 
when he appeareth? for he is like a re- 
finer’s fire, and like fuller’s soap: And he 
shall sit as a refiner and purifier of silver: 
and he shall purify the sons of Levi, and 
purge them as gold and silver, that they 
may offer unto the Lord an offering in 
righteousness,” Mal. 3:1-3. 

Malachi is prophesying concerning 
John the Baptist who was the forerunner 
of Jesus and the one who introduced the 
Great Messenger, then he tells of Jesus’ 
power and says, Who shall abide the day 
of his coming? and who shall stand when 
he comes to cleanse and refine and puri- 
fy? Christ’s first message was to the 
Jews, and Isaiah saw, through prophecy, 
how that many would be purified and 
many would not be able to accept or 
stand the test of Jesus’ coming and the 
power of His gospel. 

The Old Testament prophets did not 
understand what was to be between the 
crucifixion and the closing of the 
Church age. Nowhere do we find that 
these old prophets understood this great 
mystery. They understood the first ad- 
vent of Christ and many things that 
He would do. They saw everything 
blending into one horizon, but did not 
see the separation from laws and cere- 
monies that was to be given to the peo- 
ple by Jesus Christ, and taught by His 
prophets. Nowhere in the Old Testa- 
ment is the Church age revealed. 

“But blessed are your eyes, for they 
see: and your ears, for they hear. For 
verily I say unto you, That many 
prophets and righteous men have de- 
sired to sec those things which ye see, 
and have not seen them; and to hear 
those things which ye hear, and have 
not heard them,” Matt. 13:16, 17. 

The Old Testament prophets looked 
forward with great anticipation for the 
great Deliverer that was to come to 
God’s people. They had a great desire to 
see the power and glory of the Son of 
God. The words of Jesus in these verses 
make it very clear that they did look 
forward to it but did not understand 
what it would be. They looked for an 
immediate gathering together of the

children of Abraham and the setting up 
of an earthly kingdom that would force 
all the kingdoms of earth to bow to 
Him. So the old prophets did not under- 
stand God’s plan for His people in the 
ages to come. 

FELLOW PARTAKERS OF ONE Bopy 

“Who now rejoice in my suffering for 
you, and fill up that which is behind of 
the afflictions of Christ in my flesh for 
his body’s sake, which is the church: 
Whereof I am made a minister, accord- 
ing to the dispensation of God which is 
given to me for you, to fulfill the word 
of God; Even the mystery which hath 
been hid from ages and from generations, 
but now is made manifest to his saints: 
To whom God would make known what 
is the riches of the glory of this mys- 
tery among the Gentiles; which is 
Christ in you, the hope of glory,” Col. 
1:24-27. 

As Paul was made a special messenger 
to the Church in the grace age, he tells 
the church at Colosse that God had 
given him grace and faith to understand 
the mysteries which had _ been hid for 
ages but now is made manifest to His 
saints. It seems that this is called the 
riches of God’s glory, that Jew and Gen- 
tile should have the same privileges and 
be partakers of one body and be able to 
enter into God by faith in this Church 
dispensation that has been going on al- 
most two thousand years. 


FELLOW CITIZENS OF THE SAINTS 

“Now therefore ye are no more strang- 
ers and foreigners, but fellowcitizens 
with the saints, and of the household of 
God; And are built upon the foundation 
of the apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ 
himself being the chief corner stone; In 
whom all the building fitly framed to- 
gether groweth unto an holy temple in 
the Lord: In whom ye also are builded 
together for an habitation of God 
through the Spirit,’ Eph. 2:19-22. 

Here Paul is telling the church at 
Ephesus how they should teach and be- 
lieve and practice the doctrine of Christ, 
the foundation of the apostles and 
prophets, the doctrine left by Jesus 
Christ Himself for these apostles to 
build the New Testament Church that 
was designed to break down prejudice 
and to establish those who received 
Christ into the great building of God, 
and he says that it is fitly framed to- 
gether. This brings to our minds a 
building with its framework and how 
that God used those in the early days 
to bring into the Church or to receive 
into the Church those who had accepted 
Him by faith. God never worked apart 
from human instrumentality. He sent 
Peter to carry the message to the Gen- 
tiles and it was-through an angel’s di- 
rections that Cornelius sent for him. He 
told the children of Israel that He was

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Then if we commit all to Him and 
serve Him faithfully, trusting Him to 
work out His will in us, we will not be 
so puzzled and disappointed at the ex- 
periences that come to us, even if they 
are often hard-and trying. We might 
find a place for the exhortation of 
James 1:2-4, “My brethren, count it 
all joy when ye fall into divers tempta- 
tions: knowing this, that the trying of 
your faith worketh patience. But let 
patience have her perfect work, that ye 


may be perfect and entire, wanting 
nothing.” 
It is easier from the human _ stand- 


point to feel that all is well with us 
when everything is going pleasantly, 
than in times of crosses, trials and disap- 
pointments. We forget that in the storm 
of sore tria! and testing God is working 
out His perfect will in us. 

1. God must keep us from some 
things, lest we have our own way and 
come to ruin. Things in mercy sent seem 
disastrous to us, and cause us disap- 
pointment, yet are blessings indeed. 

2. Some things positively essential in 
our experiences are misunderstood by us 
and are often taken as unfortunate acci- 
dents. It is hard for us to learn that all 
things work together for good to them 
that love God,” Rom. 8:28. 

3. None of us are so wise as to always 
know what is best for us, therefore, if 
we have put all in His hands and are 
trusting Him to bring us through, we 
should have too much _ confidence in 
Him and His love for us to be disap- 
pointed when things go contrary to our 
choice. 

4. If we are to be full overcomers we 
must learn to take our disappointments 
patiently. , 

§. It might help us to realize that 
most of our disappointments, if not all, 
result from our not being able to have 
our own way. May the Lord help us to 
pray: 

“Have thine own way, Lord, have thine 
own way, 

Thou art the Potter, I am the clay. 

Mould me and make me after thy will, 

While I am waiting, yielded and still.”

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Abraham Sends Ishmael Away

You remember when Ishmael, Isaac’s 
only son, whose mother was Hagar, Sa- 
rah’s maid, was thirteen years old, God 
promised Abraham that he would give 
him a son whose mother would be Sa- 
rah, his wife. The next year God ful- 
filled His promise to give Sarah a son 
and told her to call him Isaac. Sarah was 
happy that at last she had a baby of her 
very own, and Abraham was happy too. 
Abraham was one hundred years old and 
Sarah was ninety when this baby was 
born. 

Abraham had many servants and great 
herds of cattle. He was very rich. Now 
there was great rejoicing among all these 
servants when little Isaac came to live 
among them. 

Isaac was loved by his father and 
mother and by the servants. He was 
taken good care of and grew up to be a 
great man. One day, when he was large 
enough to eat at the table like other 
children and was not a baby any long- 
er, his father made a great feast and ev- 
erybody had a good time, except Ishmael. 
He was jealous of Isaac, and mocked 
him. Sarah saw Ishmael mocking her 
little son Isaac and she didn’t like it, so 
she told Abraham to make Ishmael and 
his mother go away.

They wandered around in 
the wilderness until their bottle of water 
was all gone. It was a very dry place 
and there was no water that they could 
get, so soon they became very weak.

They 
live in tents in the desert and travel 
about from one place to another on 
camels, and they also have some of the 
finest horses in the world.

There are many of them in 
the world now, and they are proud to 
say that Abraham was their forefather. 

SOME MORE ABOUT ISAAC 

Well, Ishmael had gone away and he 
never came back so Isaac was Abraham’s 
only son now. He was a very obedient 
boy and his father and mother loved him 
very much. They taught him about God 
and to pray, and while he was still a 
young boy he loved God and wanted to 
obey Him. 

Abraham loved God very much, and 
God loved him. God often spoke to Ab- 
raham, and called him His friend. God 
knew that Abraham loved his little son 
Isaac very much, too, so He decided to 
see if Abraham loved Isaac better than 
he loved God, and He put Abraham to 
a very hard test. 

Of course God wants us to love one 
another, we must love people who do 
not even love us, and some people we 
love more than others, but God does 
not want us to love anybody or any- 
thing better than we love Him. He 
wanted Abraham to love his son Isaac 
but He did not want Abraham to love 
Isaac more than he loved God. 

One day He called Abraham and Ab- 
raham answered, “Behold, here am I.” 
Abraham was always ready to listen to 
God and do what God told him to. 
God told him to take his son Isaac, his 
only son, whom he loved, and go into 
the land of Moriah, and there offer him 
for a burnt-offering upon one of the 
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mountains ;which He would tell him 
about. 

You remember, back in those days, 
before Jesus came into the world and 
died, people had to offer up sheep and 
calves and doves and pigeons to the Lord 
to get forgiven of their sins. They had 
altars and they would put these animals 
or fowls upon the altars, then put a fire 
under them and burn them. As the 
smoke went up to heaven, God looked 
down and blessed them. Many times 
God would have them take the blood 
from the animals and sprinkle it around. 
Of course, since Jesus came and died 
on the cross, shedding His blood there, 
we do not have to offer burnt-offerings 
nor the blood of animals, but we are 
saved by faith through the blood of Je- 
sus. 

Many, many people have been _ lost, 
and are still being lost, because they 
will not accept the Lord, even though it 
is not a lot of trouble and expense like 
offering animals and fowls as burnt- 
offerings. But Abraham loved God so 
much that he was ready to offer up 
his only son, if that was what God 
wanted and commanded. 

Abraham rose up early in the morn- 
ing and put the saddle on one of his lit- 
tle mules. He took two of his young men 
servants, and Isaac his son, and cut the 
wood to use in offering up the burnt- 
offering. Then they started to the place 
that God told him to go. After they had 
travelled three days, Abraham looked up 
and saw the place a good distance away. 
He told the two young men to stay 
there and keep the little mule, while he 
and Isaac went on to offer the sacrifice, 
then he would come back to them. 

Abraham took the wood and laid it 
upon Isaac’s shoulder, and he took the 
fire in his hands to light it with, and a 
knife, and he and Isaac went on. Isaac 
did not know that his father was intend- 
ing to use him for the sacrifice, he did 
not know what God had said to his fa- 
ther, so he asked Abraham where the 
lamb was that he was going to sacrifice. 
Abraham said, “My son, God will pro- 
vide himself a lamb for a burnt-offer- 
ing,” and they travelled on. 

When they came to the place that 
God told him to go, Abraham built an 
altar and laid the wood in order, then 
he bound Isaac and laid him on the al- 
tar. Of course Isaac knew by this time 
that he was to be the sacrifice, but he 
loved his father and God and he was 
obedient to them, and the Bible doesn’t 
say that he complained at all. Abraham 
took the knife and was ready to kill his 
son. He surely must have hated to kill 
him, it must have made him sad indeed; 
but he loved God so much that he was 
willing to do anything He told him to 
do. He knew that God knew best.

Extracts from letters from our Sanyasi 
who is opening up new work 


Nizambad, India, 29th Oct. ’38. 

My main idea for this tour is to see 
the plan of some work in the north and 
also go in a lonely place to spend in 
prayer to get more power .. . Now I 
am 500 miles from Nellore. My main 
idea is to receive greater power, love and 
sanctification as in the time of the 
apostles. 

Watching all the believers in the Tel- 
egu area and Hydrabad state I find our 
Kondayapalem assembly is more sancti- 
fied and powerful. That is the village 
about one and one-half miles from Nel- 
lore town... 

All the Spirit baptized groups in dif- 
ferent places of the Lutheran mission 
have separated from the Lutheran mis- 
sion and formed a separate church called 
the Bible mission . . . There are some 
who resigned their work and are doing 
the Lord’s work by faith. One brother 
D and his wife resigned their 
teacher’s work and are working for the 
Lord. In Cheerala town 35 people re- 
ceived the Holy Spirit baptism and 
110 are still waiting for it. Hundreds 
are healed and many devils are cast out 
by this brother and his wife .. . 

From all Lutheran stations many are 
joining this mission. Pray so that they 
must accept immersion also. They called 
me to see their work but I postponed it. 
They have washing of feet at the Lord’s 
Supper. In this Bible mission there are 
many hundreds who speak in tongues... 


Nizambad. 8 Nov., 738 

There is a small group of Christians 
here. About ten are very much interested 
in these teachings. They are all govern- 
ment clerks. We are having two meet- 
ings daily and this week we will start 
tarrying meetings... 

I am specially writing about a sister 
in Nellore. Her name is Jemmi Rao. She 
studied up to school final and her fam- 
ily was against our work but one day 
when Brother Christadas was working 
there she came for the tarrying meet- 
ing and on the fourth day she received 
the Holy Spirit 
The tongues 
three days and then her 
came favorable to us. 

She desires to do the Lord’s work and 
likes to go to Travancore . . . She has 
the gift of interpretation also. She went 
to a certain church, preached and spoke 
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in tongues, revealing the sin of the pas- 
tor, then she went to another church and 
with the pastor’s permission preached 
there and spoke to the pastor in tongues. 
He is a learned man who has studied in 
the U. S. A. and a Greek scholar. Her 
tongues came in Greek while speaking to 
him and he wondered at this. . .

Glad to hear your news. The Madara

I have a desire to work in the north 


.of India. Here in Nizambad the starting 


is very successful. We are having Bible 
study and tarrying meetings thrice a 
day. Seven are touched by the Spirit. Of 
them one is speaking in tongues and two 
are in stammering stage. . 

This is a camp of some government 
clerks. Not a town. From here another 
call came for another camp where there 
are more clerks. Here, this side, Chris- 
tians are far less than Ongole side. Next 
week I am trying to go to that camp 
also which is nine miles from here. Here 
I am thinking to give them baptism and 
Lord’s Supper. They may yield to it 

. Almost all pastors ‘and _ teachers 
are drunkards in these parts. 


25th Nov. 

Last night we had mighty power of 
the Spirit. One brother who draws Rs. 
60 salary is full of power and he and 
his wife are in stammering stage. One 
clerk who was accustomed to alcohol 
stopped it and had the touch of the 
Spirit last night. Two big smokers 
stopped smoking. Four women removed 
jewels. Last night most of them were 
under power. Praise the Lord. 

I will try my best to take a little 
time to attend the convention. Here 
too I have much work... Next 
month I may go to Bombay and return 

. This place is northeast of Bombay. 
I am studying the Urdu language too. 
I desired for a secluded life in some for- 
est or cave but up to this time I have 
no time. If I come this time, the believ- 
ers will be much encouraged to suffer, 
to win souls, to go by faith and to be 
endued with gifts. 

For about one year I was not at all 
speaking in tongues but at Kanigiri I 
spoke in tongues when I continued jong 
in tarrying meetings. I was very sorry 
for not talking in tongues for a long 
time. Here in Nizambad I got a special 
experience in tongues. Here often I 
speak in tongues. One Hindu said it is 
Persian language. Praise the Lord. 

Last week one sorcerer came to me 
and with my permission he enchanted 
upon me. I told him no devils or sor- 
cery will affect me. He thought I was 
having great power by sorcery. With 
all his enchantment his deity did not 
come to me. So he proclaimed that the
